Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 31.— William 
Goebel, who lies dying of the bullet 
wound inflicted yesterday, was shortly 
before '.) o'clock to-night sworn in as 
governor of Kentucky, and J. C. W. 
Beckham a few minutes later took the 
oath of lieutenant-governor. Bloodshed 
will attend on the promised attempt to 
secure the offices they thus nominally 
assume. 

All day long the Democracy has been 
groping around trying to find some way 
in which it could seat its leader. Goebel, 
in the gubernatorial chair. No matter 
which way the ' Democrats turn, they 
are confronted by the same prospect— a 
line of blue edged with steel, and it was 
fully understood by both parties that 
the line nnd steel were there for busi- 
ness purposes only. There was no bluff, 
no false alarm about it. 

All day through the streets of Frank- 
fort soldiers marched and counter- 
marched. Drills in the street were fre- 
quently held, in order that the men 
might be warmed by exercise after they 
had remained in the biting wind. 
Around tho penitentiary was a line of 
troops, in the opera house was a guard, 
three companies stood at rest in the 
open space in front of the Capitol hotel, 
sentries patrolled every side of the 
building in which ex-Governor Bradley 
resides, and a detachment of infantry 
held the court house against the posses- 
sion of the members of the legislature, 
with the intention of declaring that not 
the living William Taylor but the dying 
William Goebel was the lawful head 
and chief executive of the commonwealth 
of Kentucky. It was largely a matter 
of sentiment with the Democrats that 
led them to make such desperate efforts 
to crown their king before he died. 

The Republicans laid their plans 
secretly, They carried them through 
vigorously and triumphantly. The pro- 
clamation declaring that a state of in- 
surrection exists in the state, summon- 
ing the legislature to meet at London, 
Laurel county, and warrants for the 
arrest of every Democratic member of 
the legislature were prepared last night. 
It was the intention of Governor Taylor 
and his advisers that no meeting of the 
legislature should be held to-day, oven 
though it proved necessary to arrest 
and detain in custody all of those who 
persisted in holding meetings. Once 
adopted, the policy was carried out to 
the letter. Compelled to retire from 
the capitol building, the Democratic 
members went to the opera house; held 
back from the opera house, they went 
to the court house; prevented from 
entering the court house, they went to 
the capitol, only to be told that any 
meeting they might attempt to hold in 
that building would be suppressed, all 
found taking pint in it would be arrest- 
ed, and the hotel itself seized by soldiers. 
It was a hopeless game. The Demo- 
crats hail no chance to win, and they 
gave it up. Later in the day officers 
entered the hotel and told the Democrats 
that no conference must be held, and 
they attempted to hold none. 

There is much doubt among the mem- 
hew of the legislature as to whether or 
not they will go to London at all, some 
of the Republicans left Frankfort during 
the day declaring that they were going 
to London, but no Democrats so declared 
themselves. The words "London, Laurel 
county," are not words that please 
Democratic ears. In fact many of them 
declared that their lives would not be safe 
after they reached the town. It is a 
place of about 1,000 inhabitants, situated 
in what is known as the "feud county." 
The people of Laurel county are strong 
for Taylor and against Goebel and all 
his works. 

Adjutant-General Collier declared to 
day that if the Democratic members did 
not attend the legislative meeting which 
is called to meet on February (i, he would 
arrest them individually, provided he to- 
coived the necessary orders from Gover- 
nor Taylor, and convey them to London 
The Democrats have not said they would 
not go to London, but their legal advisers 
have counselled them that Governor Tay- 
lor had no right to adjourn the legisla- 
ture from Frankfort and it is likely the 
matter will be tested in tlx? courts be- 
fore any circumstances can arise which 
would call for the arrest of the members. 

The Democrats have not in fact de- 
cided what they will do. All day the 
shadow of death hung over Mr. Goebel 
at the Capitol hotel. At noon it was de- 
clared he could live hut a short time 
and at one o'clock it was said that death 
was upon him. This evening he called 
for a clergyman and a clerical friend 
came in and remained for an honr at 
his bed-side. The physicians declare that 
there is nothing that could keep him so 
long but his wonderful nerve and will 
power. They give absolutely no hopo 
and say that death cannot be farther 
away than a few hours. 

Frankfort was quiet in the extreme to 
day. There was excitement sufficient for 
anybody, but not the slightest sign of 
disorder. Many of the saloons were 
closed, and the cold wind kept people off 
the streets.

Ottawa, Jan. 31.— The finishing touches 
were put to the speech from the throne 
to-day. The parliamnetary bill of fare 
is of the baldest character. There will 
be reference to prosperity of the coun- 
try as evidenced by the trade and re- 
venue returns. Naturally the war in 
South Africa will be mentioned and re- 
ference made to the fact that the colon- 
ies have shown their sympathies with 
the motherland by contribution of 
troops. The census will be alluded to. 
Among the bills promised by the govern- 
ment are measures to amend and revise 
the criminal code, and to amend the 
banking and franchise acts. 

Senate reform resolutions, are to be 
pressed, although no allusion will be 
made to this fact in the speech. The 
principle enumerated last year by Prem- 
ier Lauriei- is to be adopted, the fate of 
a government measure once rejected by 
the Senate to be determined by a joint 
vote of both houses. The speech dis- 
creetly makes no allusion to the failure 
of the' Washington negotiations. 

A redistribution bill is promised, but 
with no prospect of its passing both 
houses. The desire of the government is 
to strengthen its attack against the Sen- 
ate and only for this reason will the bill 
be introduced. 



RELYING ON THE FLEET 

Giving Security to British Possessions 
While South Africa Calls Off 
the Soldiery. 

London, Jan. 31.— It is now known 
that the cabinet devoted much of its 
discussion on Saturday to the mobiliza- 
tion of the fleet. Nothing was settled 
except that until further security bus 
been obtained by naval preparations, the 
Lighth division shall not be sent out to 
South Africa. 

On Monday the admiralty issued or- 
ders that the Channel Squadron, instead 
of leaving Portland this week for Gib- 
raltar, as previously directed, shall as- 
semble on February 5 off Eddystone 
and proceed to Bantry for a fortnight's 
exercise off the Irish coast, thus keeping 
in home waters for a time. 

This decision to delay the Eighth divi- 
sion at a time when reinforcements are 
so urgently required, may only mean 
that transports are not yet available, 
and that the division will embark when 
the shipping is ready. The mobiliza- 
tion of the reserves of warships, if such 
a course shall be determined upou, 
would bo. of the utmost importance. 
There is nothing in the intelligence pos- 
sessed by the public to cause the cabi- 
net's prolonged discussion of this mat- 
ter, and the inference is that the fleet 
may be mobilized as a general warning 
to other countries to keep their hands off 
the Transvaal question, or the ministry 
may have definite knowledge that the 
neutral powers propose to take some 
advantage elsewhere while England is 
busy in South Africa. 

There is talk of -17 militia battalions 
being embodied. These are all of the 
militia not previously warned.

Ottawa, Jan. 31. — In connection with 
the separate British Columbia contin- 
gent, the department of militia it; prepar- 
d to undertake the task of organization 
and equipment charging the province only 
the contract rate for arms, uniforms and 
horses. The feeling prevalent here, how- 
ever, is that British Columbia is making 
a mistake in pressing a separate corps, 
as its identity will be completely lost iu 
South Africa. It would likely be at- 
tached on arrival to some Imperial corps. 

Especially is this view geueral since it 
has been decided to recruit a squadron of 
Strathcoua Horse in the province, tho 
number required being as follows: "Vic- 
toria, Vancouver, Kamloops, Vernon, fif- 
teen each; Revelstoke, Golden, ten each; 
Nelson-, Fort Steele, forty each. Total 
150. Sergt. Elliot, well known in Vic- 
toria, is likely to be sergeant-major of 
Strathcona's Horse. 

Cupt. T. E. Pooley will get a commis- 
sion in Strathcona's Horse. Halifax is 
definitely defined as the port of depar- 
ture. 

COLD SHOULDERED. 

The impression given by the above des- 
patch that Ottawa is somewhat unsym-

"It is due to him to say that.! believe 
his personal gallantry, saved a dlfticult situ- 
ation early on January 24, ami that under a 
Iokh of at least -10 per cent., he directed the 
defence with conspicuous courage anil abil- 
ity throughout the day. No blame whatever 
for the withdrawal Is, In my opinion, at- 
tributable to him, and I think his conduct 
throughout was admirable." 

New York, .Ian. 81.— The livening World 
prints a delayed despatch from Lieut. Win- 
ston Churchill, dated Spearman's Gamp, 
January,' 27, (i p.m. It says: 

"The action from the summit on Splon 
Kop was one of the most fierce and furious 
conflicts In Itrltlsh history. Guided by 
Thorneycroft's, the troops surprised the 
Boers there and carried the trenches with 
the bayonet at :t o'clock in the morning. 
There was little loss. The troops entrench- 
ed hastily, but the ground was broken by 
large rocks and unsuited for entrenchments. 
At dawn heavy Boer shelling began. 

"Gen. Woodgate was seriously wounded at 
the beginning. Urgent demands for rein- 
forcements were sent strengthening the de- 
fence. Thorneyeroft was appointed brig- 
adier commanding the whole force on top 
of the hill. A bitter and bloody struggle 
followed throughout tin- day, the liners 
concentrating every man and gun on the 
summit of the hill and attacking with the 
greatest spirit. The British artillery was 
unable to coin- with the superior long range 
Boer guns, and during the afternoon it be- 
came evident the Infantry could not tight 
another day. It was Impossible to drag 
guns to the summit of Splon without elabor- 
ate preparations or to fortify the hill i'.vong- 
ly enough to protect Ihe defenders from 
unassalled artillery. Therefore Thorney- 
croft's decision to abandon was both wise 
nnd necessary. The troops, still stubborn 
and formidable, marched back to the camps 
In regular order. 

"Every effort is now being made to sue 
cor the wounded, of whom many still lie on 

the summit. The official lints will glv e 

losses. 

"The defence of the hill by the F.ngllsh 
infantry, particularly the Lancashire rpgl 
ment, was a glorious episode. The whole 
army is proud of It. 

"The Moor positions before Ladysmith 
arc perhaps impregnable to 25,000, but tin- 
troops are resolved to have another try. The 
public imitate the equanimity of the iroops. 

"Splon Kop is not a disaster. Neither 
guns were lost, nor un wounded prisoners 
made. It was simply a bloody action, In 
which lodgment of the enemy's entrench- 
ment was effected but which proved uuten 
able. The liners were sometimes within 
30 yards of the itritlsh line. They have 
also suffered. Their loss must be greater 
compared to their strength than ours. The 
progress of attrition must ultimately settle 
the war. The Itrltlsh troops bear the worst 
cheerfully, and the nation must remain 
calm, dignified anil determined."

He declared that he needed no 
guard, but tin- Democrats paid ao atten- 
tion to Ids reiuonsl ruaces.

Chamberlain Again Object. of 
Bitter Attack for Jame- 
son Raid.

> London, Jan. 31.— There was tin utter 
lack of interest in the debate in the 
House of Commons to-day. At no time 
was the house well tilled. The speeches 
were academic, travelling iu deep, worn 
ruts, and did not touch upon the future, 
in which alone the public is much in- 
terested. The only sign of animation 
during the whole session was when Sir 
Robert Thrcshie Reed attacked the 
Smith African committee, drawing forth 
cries from the Irish members, "Publish 
the Ilawksley letters." Mr. A. .1. Bal- 
four, replying to the suggestion of Sir 
John Henry Kenuuway, Conservative, 
said he regretted that it would be 
contrary to precedent to curtail the de- 
bate, as the amendment was a vote of 
.■ensure upon which the fate of the 
government depended. 

The amendment of Lord lid ward Fit*- 
mauriee is virtually ,i vote of censure on 
his brother, the Marquis of l.ansdowne, 
sci rotary of stale for war. 

Replying to the criticism nf Mr. Fran- 
cis Steveiisi.ii, Liberal, Mr. A. .1. Bui- 
tour, government leader, said nothing 
had thus far occurred to convince him 
that the information given by the intelli- 
gence department regarding the Boer 
guns was erroneous. 

Mr. Sidney Charles Buxton, Liberal, 
referred to the charge brought against 
Ihe chancellor of the exchequer and the 
treasury, whereupon the chancellor of 
the exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
hotly interrupted, saying: " From the 
very beginning neither the treasury nor 
chancellor have in any way stinted any 
preparations or expenditure the cabinet 
t bought necessary." 

Sir Robert Thrcshie Reed, Liberal, bit- 
terly arraigned the government's "reck- 
lessness and duplicity," which he said 
aroused the first misunderstanding with 
the Boers, and which, fostered and 
.stimulated by the "wickedness and 
folly of il few "men." resulted in the war. 
Amidst opposition cheers and ministerial 
murmurs Sir Robert declared that, hav- 
ing regard for the general discredit at- 
taching to Great Britain in the minds 
of foreigners by the events connected 
with the Jameson raid, it was the duty 
of the government to take up the broken 
threads nnd pursue tin- inquiry to its 
final end. The parliamentary commis- 
sion of inquiry, lie further asserted, was 
a scandal and a dishonor to the house, 
and there was a suspicion that the raid 
was organized with the complicity of 
Mr. Chamberlain. 

Mr. William St. John Rrodoriek, tinder 
secretary of foreign affairs, closet] t lie 
day's debate. He traversed generally 
the indict mcnts of the opposition, which 
lie characterized as " immoral " at such 
a time as the present. No Conservative, 
he added, defended the raid, from which 
the government had suffered more than 
anybody, because when the raid hud 
been precipitated President Kruger "had 
almost reached the end of his tether 
with his own burghers on account of his 
treatment of the Uitlanders." 

The house then adjourned. 

Il is announced that the new united 
Irish party at a meeting this afternoon 
decided to take no collective part in the 
division in the House of Commons upon 
Lord Fitzmnurice's amendment. It is 
explained that the Irish members will 
abstain from supporting it because the 
amendment contains a declaration favor- 
able to the prosecution of the war.

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THE WAR. 

Let us suppose that we have beea 
transported a hundred years ahead iu 
point of time, and arc reading what a 
historian in the year 2000 would say of 
the campaign in South Africa. This is 
about the way he would speak of the 
operations in Natal: The Boers came 
down from the Transvaal and from the 
Free Slate in great force and armed 
with the most approved modern weapons 
They found a small British army at 
Lady-smith and vicinity, and several 
sharp engagements took place, in which 
the British displayed splendid courage 
and gained temporary successes. Al 
though the way was opened for the 
British to retreat, it was deemed advis- 
nble to hold Ladysmith, which the Boer 
army at once invested, and leaving 
sufficient force there to maintain th 
investment, moved down with the in- 
tention of capturing PietermaritzburK, 
and I him proclaiming themselves to be 
masters of Natal. After unavoidable 
delays, a Rriiish force arrived on the 
ground and forced the enemy back to 
the Tugela river, where be strongly on- 
trenched himself. The first two at 
tempts to penetrate these defences and 
relievo Ladysmith were unsuccessful, 
all hough the soldiers displayed brilliant 
courage. It was soon seen that frontal 
attacks against an entrenched enemy 
were almost certain to be unsuccessful 
under the circumstances existing ii 
warfare at that time. The British gen 
oral in command deemed it wise to with 
draw ;i part of his force from its touch 
with the enemy after the failure of the 
second attempt, and advance nlon 
another line. This is as far as we en 
now feel sure the historian will go as to 
(Jen. Buller's force, but he will hav 
much to sny as to the heroic defence of 
Ladysmith against an immensely 
superior force. But we can suppose 
him to ho able lo say something like this: 
Gen. Buller's third attempt was crowned 
with success; the Ladysmith garrison 
was relieved, and the enemy retreated 
in confusion from Natal. If this is the 
conclusion of the story, is there a man 
who will say that the record is one of 
which the British people need feel 
ashamed'.' We think not, and so we 
say that the time has not yet come for 
carping and despair, for the Tugela 
campaign is not yet over. 



THE B. C. CONTINGENT. 

We wish at the outset to say that any- 
thing which the Coloniwt has saiil or done, 
or may hereafter say or do, in ennee 
(ion with the British Columbia South A f 
ricau contingent must not be understood 
as having any political aspect. Our ob- 
ject is to assist the provincial govern- 
ment in any way in our power to enrrj 
out the proposal, which has received such 
cordial endorsement from the people of 
I he province. 

The provincial government has very lit 
tie official information as to the status 
ot the British Columbia offer. The Ot- 
tawa despatches printed in the Colonist 
have not been supplemented by otllcial 
communications to the provincial premier, 
We have some reason to suppose that pos- 
sibly the Minister of Militia may he com- 
municating with .Mr. Semlin by mail in- 
stead of by wire. We do not think there 
is any reason lo suppose mat the offer of 
this province has been or is likely tu lie 
received in any other than a manner in 
keeping with (he spirit in which it wa 
made. Indeed when Dr. Borden told our 
Ottawa correspondent in so many words 
that the offer of the province had been 
accepted, i! was in response to a diretl 
query sent out from this oillce, accom- 
panied with instructions to gel explicit 
information on this point. It is true that 
our advices are considerably ahead of 
Luose received by the government; hut a 
live newspaper can beat a government 
any day in gelling the news. 

Under the circumstance, and so as to 
• save as much time as possible, we sug- 
gest to Mr. Semlin mat hi' would lie 
wise to begin the preparatory work at the 
earliest possible day. The officer tu com- 
mand the contingent ought, to he selected; 
the recruiting points and the number of 
men to be chosen at each should be de- 
elded upon; inquiries ought to be institul 
ed" as to the practicability of getting 
suitable horses In the shortest possible 
time and the cost of them; the questions 
concerning uniforms and equipment ought 
to he looked into, so that the moment of- 
ficial notification to get ready comes from 
Ottawa, no time need be lost. As a 
practical way of dealing with the matter 
we suggest that the commanding officer 
.should be selected and invited to carry 
on all necessary Inquiries, the govern- 
ment defraying the cost, which -would, of 
course, not include any pay to such of- 
ficer. We trust that the people of the 
province will fully sustain the govern- 
ment in any such steps and that the only 
ground upon which complaints are likely 
to arise its the apparent hesitation to in- 
augurate those preliminary steps which 
will undoubtedly be necessary sooner or 
later. 

Col. Gregory lias handed us a letter 
from a gentleman, whose place of busi- 
ness. is ; . on Wharf street, who writes: 

" Did, you notice Yhat the Duke of 
Portland says his brother, Lord C. 
Rentinck, mentioned that telescopes are, 
very badly needed at th? front in South' 



Africa? Now, I have two and will give 
them, if you will take charge and ensure 
the British Columbia contingent or 
British Columbia scouts getting them. 
Every one of Lord Strathcona's Horse 
should have one, and our British Colum- 
bia scouts too, and the officers have 
field glasses. In fact it would he better 
if all the scouts had field glasses. Can't 
some of you make it known that tele- 
scopes and field glasses are wanted, and 
get us 500 or 1,000 right here in Vic- 
toria? What are we doing as private 
citizens compared with the people of 
Great Britain? Why nothing— abso 
lutely nothing. We ought to supply 
our Canadian fellows on guard at Bel- 
mont with glasses. I notice that in the 
Old Country they are supplying a de- 
tachment of special sharpshooters with 
field glasses."

THE LEGISLATURE. 

If a law should be passed to hang men 
for being handsome, we do not know 
that there would he any necessity for the 
British Columbia legislature to take to 
the woods in a body, nevertheless, as men 
go in these practical times, il is a fairly- 
good looking and unquestionably an intel 
ligent looking assemblage. The thirty- 
eight gentlemen, who are supposed to be 
a crystallization el" the wisdom of British 
Columbia, make up as creditable a body 
so far as appearance go as could read- 
ily he get together anywhere. We sag 
gest in perfect good faith that the in 
dividual members ought to he photo 
graphed and their portraits mounted in a 
large frame, should he placed in the 1. 
by. This is a practice adopted el 
where and might very well he followed 
here. 

As representing the various interests of 
the province the membership is fairly 
well divided. The lawyers number sei 
We do not think this too many. It is a 

mistake to < plain, as so many people 

do, against the presence of lawyers in 
the house. Careful .scrutiny of hills by 
members of the legal profession is abso 
lutely. necessary, and experience show 
this scrutiny is better exercised when 
there is free discussion than elsewhere. 
Consequently a lack of lawyers on the 
Hoor of the house cannot he made tip by 
the employment of a law clerk. The 
medical profession has one representa- 
tive. Journalism lias two of its active 
members on the door of the house. Edu- 
cational work litis one representative. 
Some eight or leu members can claim to 
he practical ranchers or cattle raisers. 
Of course every man in British Columbia 
is interested to some extent ia mining, 
and so the whole thirty-eight can he put 
down to the credit of that industry, hut 
there are at least seven members who can 
claim to he special representatives of it. 
Transportation litis two members to its 
credit. Mercantile pursuits tire repre- 
sented by some seven or eight gentlemen 
actively engaged in business. The in- 
vesting classes have several gentlemen on 
the door, who can properly he assigned to 
them. Loyalty and patriotic devotion to 
the interests of the Empire have thirty- 
eight active representatives. 

Oratorically this house is stronger than 
its predecessor, and if legitimate freedom 
of discussion were permitted the debates 
would be both lively and valuable, .lust 
here a word as to the value of debates. 
There is really no phase of legislative 
work which is of greater value. Keen dis- 
cussion, vigorous passages-at-arms across 
the house, the thorough threshing out of 
all issues, even, indeed, the ventilation of 
personalities within reasonable limits, 
tend to the development of sound ptlblii 
opinion and to the begetting of a lively 
interest in public affairs. There is in 
the house plenty of talent for such dis- 
cussion and it is a pity that it is not more 
extensively utilized. 



CHEAP OOODS. 



The trade weeklies seem to have en- 
tered upon a campaign against "cheep" 
goods. This dues not mean cheap sales 
of standard goods, for it is legitimate for 
merchants to get rid of their surplus 
stocks by cheap sales. If it did not. 
their shelves and warerooms would soon 
be overrun with unsaleable stuek. which 
hail gone nut of fashion. What the 
trade papers refer to is the fact that 
goods which tire "cheap" tit almost any 
price are crowding out a higher class of 
articles. This tendency is said to be 
very marked, especially in the United 

States, and complaint is le thai its 

effect is tin- lowering of the standard of 
living, and with this comes the reduction 
of wages and the introduction into busi- 
ness of methods net calculated ti> pro- 
mote the maintenance of the best ideals 
of commercial morality. As u business 
proposition most "cheap" goods are 
really expensive. There are some 
people, who, acting on the idea that "it 
is not that which goeth into the mouth 
thai defileth the man," believe that any- 
thing which will support life is good 
enough to ent provided it can he swal- 
lowed without absolute disgust. This 
would be quite true if man were simply 
tin eating machine; but .-is he happens 
to be something more, it is right 'hat 
care should be exercised in the choice of 
articles of diet. But there is another 
side to the case, for cheap goods arc- 
likely to be impure, and while there are 
undoubtedly some impurities which can 
he taken into the system with impunity, 
unfortunately one never knows, when he 
eats adulterated food, what risks he is 
running. 

Cheapness in articles of clothing and 
furniture is poor economy. There are 
of course, low-priced articles which are 
not to be classed as cheap in a deroga- 
tory sense. Modern invention has made 
the production of such goods possible, 
and their use argues neither poor taste 
nor poor financial judgment. The cam- 
paign of which we have spoken is not 
directed against them, but only against 
those articles whose only recommenda- 
tion is their cheapness. . . 



How the Provincial Inspiration 
Was Laid Before the Do- 
minion Government. 



British Columbia's Interest in 
Pacific Commerce Warrant 
for the Offer. 



The total of correspondence with relation 
to the Pacific cable offer the local govern- 
ment asked for by resolution of the legis- 
lature, lias been laid before the house, and 
is as follows:

Tills government observes with great re- 
gret that further difficulties have arisen In 
connect bin with Pacific cable scheme. It 
regards the euterprl.se as of vast lmpor 
lance, and absolutely necessary If Canada 
Is to secure her proper share of I'aeitlc 
commerce, which it believes will rapidly 
assume large proportions. Particularly Is 
the enterprise of moment to It.''., the Dom- 
luloll gateway lo the I'nclUe. On these 
grounds tills government feels Just I tied In 
the realization of the scheme, beyond what 
Is Involved lii Its Provincial share of Dom- 
inion responsibility. This government there- 
fore will assume for the province ono- 
n i nt h share of cost ..f cable, mi urraiige- 
neiils similar In those with Australian 
colonies. Unplug that In thus strengthen- 
ing the hands of Dominion government t lie 
eonsumuiatlnn of this Imperial enterprise 
may be achieved.

Dear Sir Wilfrid: I sent yen last evening 
the following telegram (here the telegram 
Is duly set out). 1 have new the pleasure of 
continuing the above telegram by stating 
that tills government will he prepared to 
assume the responsibility for one ninth 
share of the cost of the cable on the same 
terms ami under the same arrangements In 
respect in the control end management of 
the enterprise us have been proposed by the 
colonies of X.S.W., N.S5., Queensland and 
Victoria. 

This government of course realizes that 
as that of a province of the Dominion It will 
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le course Which a 
mild generally fol- 
d enterprise. 
But in the opinion of this government 
them are sound reasons for Its adoption 
of Ibe course which lias been Intimated to 
yon. As the province which abuts on the 
Pncltlc ocean, li.C Is most directly and 
chleuy Interested in any scheme the object 
of which is to foster and develop commerce 
with all the communities bordering mi that 
ocean. It bus sometimes seemed that tin; 
federal parliament did net fully grasp the 
potentialities of this Pacific commerce, and 
of the events which are now transpiring, 
destined, as tills government believes, to 
have an immense iulluence on the policies 
and fortunes of the great powers of the 
world. 

Tills government therefore viewed with 
much satisfaction the decision taken by 
your government a few weeks ago to as- 
sume one-half of the Lvo-ulutug of the cost 
nf the cable, provided the Imperial gov- 
ernment did the same, which with the con- 
tributions of the four Australian govern- 
ments would have provided a requisite 
sum and assured the early completion of 
t he enterprise. 

II lias been therefore with the greatest re- 
gret that this government observed that a 
check had been sustained by the refusal 
nt' the Imperial government to meet your 
government's proposal. 

With tile aim of strengthening the hands 
nf your government and of Inducing the 
Imperial government to reconsider Its de- 
cision, tills government decided t<"> as- 
sume that share of responsibility In the en- 
terprise of which my telegram Informed 
you, and II ivlll await with anxiety your 
reply that your efforts have been success- 
ful, and Hint at last the negotiations of 
several years have been brought to a sat- 
isfactory conclusion. 

Although as tills government understands 
from the despatches which have appeared 
In the newspapers, the Imperial government 
is prepared to make an annual contribution 
to any detieleney which may occur in the 
earnings of the cabh — to meet the excuses 
for maintenance, operation, and interest on 
capital— of a larger sum than would lie its 
share if it became the owner of %tb of the 
enterprise, this government considers that It 
is of the greatest importance thai the Im- 
perial government should lie a co-partner 
In the scheme, whether to the extent pro- 
posed, or of a smaller one. 

It Is of great moment that the necessary 
capital should be obtained on the most 
favorable terms, and lo this end ii is es- 
sential thai an imperial guarantee should 
lie given jointly with thai nf the various 
colonial governments. As this government 
Is in Ignorance of the nctual situation be- 
yond what has been disclosed by press re- 
ports, which may or may uol be accurate, 
il Is unable to diseii s I he subject inure 
fully: hut It would suggest thai even should 
the Imperial government decline to accept 
any share of ultimate risk for the capital 
Invested In t lie enterprise, Il might be In- 
duced to give its guarantee to the .sub- 
scribers in tin- capital provided I lull the 
colonial governments entered Into a jolnl 
Indemnity to it against any rhiniiclul loss 
from the giving of such guarantee,

The Contract Awarded to D. I!. Harris 
For Boring Operations, 

At the meeting of the Sorhy harbor 
scheme committee held yesterday morn- 
ing in the city ball, the tender from Mr. 
D. It. Harris for boring operations on 
the lines laid down by Mr. Kennedy, 
engineer In charge of the harbor work 
nl Montreal, was accepted and n recom- 
mendation will be made to the city coun- 
cil, asking for an appropriation ot 
§3,000. 

There were present Mayor Ilnyward, 
Aid Yates Brvdon and Cooley, and 
Messrs. Core, C. A. Holland, B. W. 
Pearse. T. B. Hall. '1'. C. Sorby and 
Citv Clerk Dowler. 

Mr. Harris submitted a tender for the 
boring of 90 boles. 101) feet apart al a 
depth of 30 feet, at $1,630, this to in- 
clude the cost of machinery and labor. 

In answer to the Mayor, Mr. Gore 
said he had bored seven or eight holes 
and had on several occasions encoun- 
tered rock. 

Mayor Hnyward thought £-.000 would 
be a liberal estimate for the work pro- 
posed, but Aid. Br/don was of the 
opinion that $3,000 would be necessary. 

Mr. Harris said it would require fully 
twelve days before he would be ready 
to commence operations, but the work 
when once started would be pushed as 
speedily as possible. As for any extra 
holes which might be considered neces- 
sary to bore, he was prepared to bore 
them pro rata. 

Aid. Brvdon thought that an appro- 
priation of fully $,'1,000 should he voted, 
as Mr. Sorby might be called upon to 
again go to Ottawa. 

A decision was arrived at by Mr. 
Pearse moving, seconded by Mr. Hol- 
land, that the tender from Mr. Harris 
he accepted, subject to the approval of 
the city council, and that a recommenda- 
tion be made to the council to appropri- 
ate the sum of $3,000 to defray all ex

BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The Civic Authorities Prepare to Meet 
the Threatened Invasion of 
Smallpox. 

The board of health in special session 
yesterday morning decided to urge upon 
the citizens of Victoria by a proclama- 
tion from the mayor the desirabijity of 
vaccination, in view of the outbreak of 
smallpox in some of the Sound cities. 

Dr. Franer first gave his views. He had 
been informed of the prevalence of small- 
pox iu Spokane by the secretary of the 
provincial board of health, and that the 
regulations of the board would be en- 
forced. The act provides that the health 
otlicer may issue a proclamation making 
it compulsory upon everyone who has not 
been vaccinated for seven years to be re- 
vaccinated. The act gives the board 
power to make this compulsory. 

A message from the Attorney-OenernPs 
department was to the effect that the 
outbreak in Spokane and the Sound cities 
was not so great as was at first reported. 

The mayor read the weekly report of 
the sanitary inspector, who stated thai 
there was at the present lime no case of 
infection* disease in the city. Mayor 
Ilnyward was of the opinion that vaccin- 
ation should be optional. The majority 
of the people would comply of their own 
accord when they thought it desirable 
that they should do so in the interest of 
their health. 

Dr. I'Vaser thought it would be well to 
impress upon the people the desirability 
of complying with the regulations, as 
some would otherwise refuc-c to submit to 
vaccination. He had taken every pre- 
caution to meet any emergency which 
might arise, having ordered 2,000

The hoard decided after sonic discus- 
sion that the step suggested by Dr. I'Vas- 
er should be taken, though there arc lit 
present no indications that the city will 
ho atllicted by a visitation, the health of 
the city at present being abnormally 
good. The mutter was left with the 
medical health otlicer, whose proclama- 
tion appears in this morning's Colonist. 
Dr. I'Vaser gives notice that the regula- 
tions of the provincial board of health re 
smallpox will be at once put into force. 
Compulsory vaccination is not command- 
ed, though the board or health earnestly 
recommends all persons to whom the re- 
gulations apply to be at once vaccinated. 
Those unable to pay will be vaccinated 
free of charge. Dr. Fraser thinks there 
will be no occasion for the putting in 
force of drastic quarantine regulations. 

Did Not Organize— The barbers of the 
city met on Tuesday evening to complete 
the organization of their union, but it is 
understood some difference of opinion 
prevented this being carried out.

JURORS BILL. 

The house then returned to committee 
upon the Jurors Act Amendment bill, 
Mr. Hall being chairman. 

In committee a new section was intro- 
duced as (12) bv the Attorney-General, 
to meet the expressed wishes of Messrs. 
Ellison and Deane. To enable the 
provisions of the act (with respect to 
selection of jurors) t" be extended to 
Vernon and to Kiunloops, it was pro- 
vided by this new section thai the 
fieutenunt'igovernor-in-council shall have 
power to apply the provisions of the 
Jurors Act and of sections I!. 4, li and 
thereof, to : any district in the province. 

The bill as so amended was reported 
complete, the report being ordered for 
consideration on Thursday.

GASIE LAW AMENDMENTS. 

In committee en the Came Act 
Amendment bill, Mr. ICellie being chair- 
man, it was agreed, upon the motion of 
Mr. Ellison, to add after lhe words 
" provincial museum " in line S of sec- 
tion VI. the words: " Provided that 
nothing in Ibis section shall make law- 
ful the killing (if dees of ell;, moese. 
deer and caribou from the 15th day of 
March to the loth day of July of each 
year, both liays inclusive." 

Hon. Mr. Henderson next proposed 
the following amendments: 

•' 111). (l.l No person shall al any time 
shout a!, hunt, kill or have in bis posses- 
sion any male elk with horns having less 
than twelve points. 

"(-.I No person shall shoot at, hunt, 
tra|i. take or kill any beaver for a period 
of iwo years from the 1st day of May, 
1000. 

"IS.) No person during the period 
mentioned in paragraph iLi> hereof, either 
mi bis own behalf or as agent for any 
person, linn or corporation, shall pur- 
chase, barter or trade for any skin or 
licit of a beaver which has been killed 
during said period, and the onus of 
proof as to the dale of killing shall be 
upon the person in whoso possession 
such skin or pelt is found. 

" I l.l Any person offending against the 
provisions of this section shall be liable 
for eaid. offence, on conviction thereof 
in a summary manner before any jus- 
tice of the peace, in accordance with 
the provisions of the Summary Convic- 
tions Act, to the following tines tor the 
following offencoe, namely: 

"For shooting a!, hunting, killing or 
having in his |>ossessiou each male elk 
contrary to the provisions of paragraph 
(1) of this section. $00. 

"For shooting at, hunting, trapping 
or killing each beaver contrary to the 
provisions of paragraph (2) of this sec- 
tion, .f. r )0. 

" For purchasing, bartering or trading 
for each skin or p?U of a beaver contrary 
to the provisions of paragraph (.'!) of 
this section, $25. 

" Costs to be levied by distress, or to 
imprisonment for any term not exceed- 
ing I'd days, or to both line and imprison- 
ment." 

Mr. Pooley looked upon these provi- 
sions and penalties u>>i farcical and im- 
possible to properly enforce. 

Mr. A. W. Smith vigorously opposed 
the amendment with relation to the 
beaver. How, he asked, could a denier 
determine, when a skin was offered 
him, the exact date at which the animal 
hud been killed He held that such a 
change in the law would only result in 
complication and embarrassment, and 
thought that the present protection of 
the Game Act was quite sufficient if 
that law were properly enforced. At 
present the law was set at nought, and 
very few visiting hunters troubled them- 
selves to secure licenses. What was 
wanted was not so much amendment of 
the law, Inn a more vigorous enforce- 
ment. 

lion. Mr. Henderson remarked that 
the provision in question had been intro- 
duced at the request of the member for 
Cariboo. 

Mr. Turner opposed the proposed 
changes as unworkable. 

Mr. Ellison also thought it was wrong 
that u person should have to be specially 
licensed . to export f.b'eayer or marten 
skins. I j & 

Mr. Hoolh held' that the only effect of 
this legislation would bp to create on 



illicit instead of a legitimate trade in 
fur skins, while depreciating the value 
of the skims to the hunters -and trappers. 

Major-Geuernl Kiuchant def ended the 
section objected to by Mr. A. W. Smith 
as necessary to prevent the extermina- 
tion of the beaver, and said that it met 
with the approval of Curator Fuuniti of 
the .provincial museum. 

The amendment was agreed to upon a 
division, 

Mr. Wells, before the committee rose,; 
toot the opportunity to bring to the notice 
of the government the fact that a prac- 
tice La being made by the Indians of the 
Northwest Territories of coming across 
the boundary into the Kootenay country, 
and more particularly into the Columbia 
valley and the country traversed by 
tributaries of that river, shooting and 
fishing with utter disregard for the pro- 
vincial laws. The result was a practical 
extermination of the valuable big game 
in this locality, more especially the noble 
elk. These splendid specimens of British 
Columbia's big game had been very 
abundant in the past, but hud been so 
ruthlessly slaughtered by these trespass- 
ing Indians during the past year as to 
be in grave danger of becoming extinct. 
The fact that these Indians were in the 
enjoyment of special treaty privileges 
with the Dominion government certainly 
should exclude them from the enjoyment 
of shooting advantages denied our own 
Indians, who were not favored by any 
such special conditions. Hi' (Mr. Wellsl 
had already direotitl the attention of the 
Indian department to this grave cause of 
complaint, hut so far without definite re- 
sult. He hoped that by bringing the mat- 
ter now before the government and the 
house committee, some more tangible re- 
sult would be attained, sonic recommen- 
dation be secured in lhe direction of ter- 
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expensive 
practices of these stroll 
which he had alluded, 
further point at issue in 
that these Indians curried out of the 
province large yuan tit ies of hides and fur 
skins, which they diHI«>sed of In traders 
beyond the provincial lines and which 
was something again from which our 
provincial Indians were distinctly de- 
barred, by the game law now under con- 
sideration and in amendment. 

The Attorney-General promised that 
the police would he given immediate in- 
structions to act in lhe matter. 

The lull was then reported complete 
with amendments, lhe report to be con- 
sidered at the next sitting of the house. 

TRUSTEES' BILL. 

This measure, reported from committee 
at a previous sitting, was iron d a third 
lime, and passed. 

COMPANIES' BILL. 

Upon this measure being returned to 
committee with Mr. Robertson as chair- 
man, the following amendments were in- 
troduced on the suggestion of Mr. Mc- 
Phillips: 

"Notwithstanding any law to the con- 
trary it shall be lawful for companies in- 
corporated under any statute of this nro- 
vince whose principal and main business 
is to acquire tracts of hind with the ob- 
ject of sub-dividing the same into lots 
and sidling such lots when so sub-divided 
as aforesaid, or companies whose capital 
or assests consist of property of a wast- 
ing nature, provided such companies have 
paid all debts legally owing by them oi 
have made ample provision for the pay- 
ment of the same, testified by a declara- 
tion made by the secretary of the com- 
pany anil tiled with the registrar of joint 
stock companies, to declare and pay divi- 
dends out of the moneys being the net 
proceeds of the sale of their lands so sub- 
divided as afori'said or out of the 
moneys being the net prolits of or arising 
from the operation, working and man- 
agement of such capital property or as- 
sets of a wasting nature, but all such 
dividends and payments shall be taken 
anil considered as a reduction of the capi- 
tal of such company. 

"A resolution passed by not less than 
oi) per cent, of the shareholders at a 
meeting duly called for that, purpose shall 
he necessary for the declaration and pay- 
ment of such dividends. 

"A copy of every such resolution .under 
the seal of the company and certified to 
by lhe secretary of the company shall be 
liled in the oltlco of the registrar of joint 
stock companies, within ten days after 
t'ne passing of the resolution." 

Hon. Mr. Cotton thought the atnond- 
iiiiin might In further improved so as to 
more effectually protect company credi- 
tors. 

It was decided in print the n mend inept, 
and the committee accordingly rose with 
a progress report.

but would leave the must important paint 
to the Jast, namely, the exclusion of un- 
desirable persona from mine employment. 

Referring to the point where it was 
sought to make pit bosses hold certifi- 
cates of competency, he thought it would 
require little argument on his part to con- 
vince any sensible person that a man 
occupying such a position should be a 
man of certain qualifications. A man- 
ager must riossess a certificate of com- 
petency, and could in a way cover the 
men working under him. Such a state 
of affairs might be all right in small 
workings, but when the workings got to 
he of a large size they would naturally 
lie employing several hundreds of men, 
and one manager would perhaps be over- 
seeing two it three different pits or 
slopes. In those circumstances he could 
not give personal supervision sufficient 
for any one slope, It was necessary for 
the safety both of the men and of the 
mine that the man in charge should be 
possessed of a certain acknowledged de- 
gree of competency. He need not tie so 
highly certified a man as the manager 
of the mine, so the bill provided for a sec- 
ond class certificate of competency which 
should lie possessed hy all pit bosses. He 
did not anticipate that there would be 
any opposition lo this. Provision had 
had been made fur those pit bosses who 
were at pn.'ni engaged as such, and 
did noi bold certificates; they would be 
given six months in which to qualify— 
this appearing in bini to be sufficient 
time for tin in to freshen up mi tine 
points. 

Section 17. which was largely n new 
one, rend as follows: 

"17. Section 7(1 of the said 
bv repealed, and the followil 
sl'llistitl 
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ond reading of lhe 
upreme Court .Vet, 
explained that the 
s to provide mainly 
at tings of the court 
of appeal should he reduced. Al present 
the court of appeal sat ten times during 
the year. It was thought that owing to 
the fact that the Full court was engaged 
as a court of appeal so frequently, sulli- 
eient time was not given to the judges to 
get through with their nizi prion work — 
hearing trials of action, etc., and that 
they had not sufficient time to consider 
their judgments. It was considered by 
both the bench and the bar thai the num- 
ber of sittings should be reduced. The 
proposal contained in the bill was for 
four sittings, two in Vancouver and two 
in Victoria, He thought the judges ap- 
proved of thin, bin representation had 
been made both from the bar of Vancou- 
ver and Victoria that although they 
agreed that the number of sittings should 
be reduced, they thought there should ts> 
six sitting's rather than four. lie thought 
it was advisable to move the second read- 
ing on this occasion, as there was no dis- 
pute as to the principle of the bill, and 
amendments could easily be made in com- 
mittee. 

Mr. McPhillips pointed out that some 
provision should be made for the hearing 
of interlocutory appeals — that is, appeals 
from decisions of judges in chambers. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson thought the sug- 
gestion quite in line with the principle of 
and such an amendment could be 
ed when the bill reacTied corn- 
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ond leading was agreed to. 

COAL MINES REGULATION BILL. 

HON". DR. MeKECHNIE in moving 
the second reading of the bill to amend 
the Coal Mines Regulation Act, said that 
he would like to briefly outline the main 
provisions, and point out what was 
sought to be obtained. There were some 
live important provisions. The first of 
these was a section dealing with the ex- 
clusion underground of certain undesir- 
able chuws of workers in the coal mines. 
Another dealt with the better oversight 
and working of the mines, by compelling 
the overmen or pit bosses to be certified 
men. A. third provided fur grunting ot 
lower grade certificates, which these 
would require. There was another pro- 
vision dealing with the filing of plans, 
and making mine plans more complete, 
wiiieh will be filed in the department of 
mines when mines are abandoned. Last- 
ly, there was a section .which empowered 
the inspector, on complaint from an ad 



i The owner, agent or manager of 
mine shall, on request at any tiuu 
of an inspector under this act, produci 
to him at tin olllce of the mine such plan 
and section, and shall also on the like 
request mark on such plan and section 
the then state of the workings of the 
mine, and the inspector shall be entitled 
to examine the plan and section, and for 
official purposes only to make ;i copy of 
any pari thereof respectively." 

In explanation of sub-section 1 of this 
section he might say that there was so 
much work done in three mouths 
that to put the date further back than 
that did not give sufficient information. 
This sub-section was really in the public 
interest. People working a coal mine were 
gaining certain information. That in- 
formation was likely to die with them 
unless it was properly recorded in some 
place where it would be confidentially 
preserved for reference when needed. 
They did not expect a company to ex- 
ploit a Held for the beuelit of neighbor- 
ing people who wished to lind out the 
conditions and were- waiting to take ad 
vantage of the discoveries made through 
the work ot the original company But 
yuirs after, if an adjoining field wen 
going to be opened Up, it would be o; 
great advantage if the interested purtie: 
Knew the difficulties likely to be eucoun 
icrcd. And what was of advantage to 
the succeeding company was indirectly of 
value to the province. 

There was also provision in sub-section 
2 of section ii, which allowed lb 
apector to have copies made of the plans 
ot a mine. these were private copl 
aud not intended for public use. Sl 
tiou lb was identical With one passed last 
year and placed in the metiilliferou 
mines act. il referred to inquiries with 
ruspect in alleged encroachments, and at 
fected tin- safely of the employees. 1 
it were deemed wise to insert that provi 
-ion in ihe metalliferous mines act, i 
was lloublv, evm trebly wise, to insert 
i t in ihe real mines act. on account ol 
me i-M Pi danger in coal mines from 
water and gas being so much greater. 
It neiglllioring ground had been en- 
croached eii the company which was 
working up to ,1- line might lie in danger 
of an explosion or a rush of water thai 
might cause the less of tunny lives- 
\part li'.. in private reasons altogether it 
was in the public interest that such points 
as this should be easily and effectively 
wu heil L'micr ordinary i .aidituais it 
was difficult ler a mine owner to find if 
his property was being encroached upon. 

Coining now in the most important purl 
of ihe lull, uiiinely, section .'I, il read us 
follows: 

ner, agent or manager of a 
.•niploy underground, or ul- 
dergrouud lor lhe purpose ol 
in any mine to which I In 
Regulation Act applies, any 
is unable to read tile special 
rules for said mine, us printed in English, 
and to understand the same to the sati.s- 
faction of the inspector." 

There w ere different reasons why a sec- 
tion like tins should be introduced in the 
hill. There was the broad reason thai 
on account of not understanding the En- 
glish language sufficiently, certain classes 
of workmen in t'ne mine were danger- 
ous to their fellow workers. The Coal 
Mines Regulation Act expressly stipulat- 
ed thai certain things should be posted 
up in the mine for the purpose of making 
them known to the miners. These in- 
cluded mi abstract of the net, and an 
entire copy of the special rules. These 
had to be posted in some conspicuous 
place. There was no use In the world 
why those rules should be made known to 
the" miners unless il was important that 
they should know them for their own 
sake and for the sake of the properly. 
Therefore it seemed absurd that in the 
face of a rule like that, a large body of 
men should he allowed to be employed in 



what these legible characters meant that 
had lo be posted at every pit-head. In 
addition, there was no use disguising the 
fact that the government was aiming to 
exclude very undesirable classes from 
ihese mines— be meant Orientals. He did 
not think ihere were ten per cent, of the 
inhabitants of British Columbia who 
were in favor of this province being over- 
run with Chinese and Japanese labor. 
And as the coal mine industry was one 
of the largest of this province, he thought 
it lilting that the government should 
make a stand— not in connection with a 
small and unimportant industry, but in 
connection with a i.irge industry, where 
this question w as concerned. 

Objections had been raised against this 
section on the ground that it was too 
widespread in its application. It was 
said that there were a number of miners 
employed in lhe coal mines ii; this pro- 
vince who were unable to read the En- 
glish language mid therefore could not 
understand what was written on the rules 
posted U p, | U , a yet were still first cla^s 
miners, There was no doubt of tiiis 
They had men from coal mining regions 
in Europe, and they were found n good 
class of miners. He had heard it urged

this net he hud no wish to affect this class 
if it could possibly be avoided. In this con- 
unction he hail prepared an amendment 
to section 3 which he would propose in 
committee, and which he thought would 
in large measure obviate the supposed in- 
justice that might be done to certain 
European classes of labor. The amend- 
ment would read as follows: 

"Provided always that the inspector 
may by writing under his hand, permit 
any person who has been continuously 
employed underground in any mine to 
which the said act applies, during a per- 
iod of at least twelve months immediately 
before the passage of this act, to remain 
so employed for any period not exceeding 
one year from the pussage of this act, 
upon such person having proved to the 
satisfaction of the inspector that he well 
understood the dangers of the employ- 
ment in which he is engaged, and the 
said rules, although he may not be able 
to read them." 

The miners employed nt Nunnimo, at 
the Union mines, at the Extension 
mines and others included Belgians. 
Finns and others who were found to be 
good miners. These would be permit- 
ted by this amendment to have an entire 
year in which to familiarize themselves 
with reading in English one single docu- 
ment — namely the special rules. The 
majority of these men could speak 
English, and it would not require a 
very long time lor them to learn to read 
the language. It was a familiar thing 
that many a man who could speak a 
language could by attending a night 
school learn lo read it in three or four 
months. 

With regard tn Chinese and Japanese, 
hi' did not intend to interest himself 
very much with them. He believed 
that their employment in this province 
was a direct detriment to lhe province 
of British Columbia, and he did not 
think that this or any other government 
should lay themselves out to think vol 
much ubout the welfare of Chinese < 
Japanese. He bad only to picture i 
his mind the condition of affairs around 
Nunuimo to show what it meant to the 
whole province if the curse of Oriental 
labor was to be continued in British 
Columbia and to go on increasing. 
They had in Nanaimo probably some 
1,100 employed. They hud a city of 
between 0,000 and 7,000 people, created 
entirely by that one industry— coal min- 
ing; in other words, it would be seen 
that one thousand miners represented 
Ihe white population, consisting of the 
miners themselves, their wives and 
children, and storekeepers— representing 
a while population of some 0,000 
7,000. If in Nanaimo 50 per cent, 
these miners were Chinese or Japaui 
there would be a town consisting 
o.OOO whites and 500 Chinese or Japan- 
ese. 'That 500 would be dealing almost 
entirely in Oriental goods. The Chinese 
bought vegetables from their own 
people; and their dried meats, dried 
fruits, clothing and other goods, all 
came from China — so that this province 
generally wus not benefited one iota by 
the employment of these 500 Chinese. 
On the other hand, with their employ- 
ment some 3,000 white people would 
have to get out. Talk about the hard- 
ship which would be inllicted upon 
some 300 Belgians and Finns if this 
section was enforced. The cruelty 
would lie infinitely greater if some 3,000 
white people were turned out of their 
homes and their employment, with their 
wives and families. We had to look 
after our own people. The driving out 
of the town of these men, their wives 
and families would necessarily mean tin 
closing of a large number of the stores. 
The merchants of Victoria and Van- 
couver, the ranchers of the Fraser val- 
ley and of the upper country would lind 
their business fall off. Every industry 
in the province would be adversely af- 
fected. Although last year the coal 
mining industry hud been very prosper- 
ous, ,aud the output had been the largest 
in Lhe history of the province, the iudus 
try wus still in its infancy. The East 
which was west to us, the Orient, was 
only wakening, and everything pointed 
to the Pacific (Joast reaping an Immense 
benefit from the opening up of China 
and the whole Orient. With that open- 
ing up, the Pacific Coast would boom 
from Alaska down to the southern 
coast of California, and that boom would 
result in permanent prosperity. It 
would mean n great increase in the coal 
mining industry. Ten years from now 
he thought that Vancouver Island, in- 
stead of exporting a million tons of coal 
annually, would produce ten million 
tons, and Nanaimo would have a mining 
population of say ten thousand people 
This was a subject for the legislntun 
to look into. Victoria and Vancouver 
through their boards of trade, weci 
looking out for markets all the time. If 
they were so keen to get markets, why 
not conserve the market right under 
their noses'.' Why not use every 
deavor to preserve the coal mining 
dustry in this province entirely for 
white men? As the coal milling trade 
increased, so would general business. 
This was one of the most important 
questions that demanded consideration 
in the province to-day — namely whether 
the proviuce was to be overrun with 
Chinese to the exclusion of whites. How 
were the metalliferous mines going to 
stand on this question? It was only 
the other day that he had heard that 
sixteen Chinese had been put on at the 
Van Anda mine. 

The honorable gentleman concluded in 
the following words: 

1 We have got to put our fouls — nwr 
feet — down firmly, look this thing 
straight in the face, aud even if some 
persons are trod :len upon at the outset, 
we have got to turn over a new leaf aim 
keep on the right track, once we are 
started."

Pointed Letter From Labor 
Member Tbat Brought Down 
the Minister. 



Rossland Miners Cite War Eagle 
Action in Justification 
of Their Demand. 



In addition to the lengthy cotumuuica- 
tions printed yesterday the following ap- 
pears in the return of correspondence re- 
specting the eight-hour law: 

The resolutions of Ihe Uossland miner-' 
union, No. 38, Western Federation it 
Miners, were transmitted by President 
John Leaden and Secretary James Ue- 
viiie, on the 28th of April, the covering 
letter reading: 

"According to instruct inns we have the 
honor to Inform you that the above men- 
tioned organization by resolution sil their 
hist regular meeting unanimously and un- 
qualifiedly endorsed the resolution of the 
Trades and Labor Council, re the eight- 
hour law, copy of which is herewith en- 
closed. It is certainly unfortunate that 
so much agitation has been generated 
against this law which promised so much 
for the co-operation of the metalliferous 
mining industry, hut which only at most 
could place them on the same routing 
in respect to working houiti as obtains 
and prevails in practically every commu- 
nity in the British Empire where mining 
operations of any kind are carried on. 
We very much fear that the argument 
of mine owners who induced the govern- 
ment to suspend the law were of such 
a character as to impress the executive 
with an exaggerated and over-estimated 
idea of the gravity of the situation. In 
fact the name is quite clear beciruse of 
the fact that at the time that such re- 
presentations were made they were posi- 
tively not in a position to demonstrate 
what the actual results of the enforce- 
ment of the law would be, since they had 
made no fair practical tost of the same. 
In contrast to the actions of complaining 
parties in this case, let us compare the 
latitude of the War Eagle mining com- 
pany towards the eight-hour principle. 
This corporation employs probably more 
men than are employed in all of the Slo- 
can mines represented by the five Ameri- 
can superintendents who formed the first 
delegation to wait on the executive urg- 
ing them to exempt them from the opera- 
tion of the law it" possible— it' not, to 
suspend ir. The War Eugle company, 
properly speaking, the Blnokstock-GooJ- 
erham syndicate — immediately upon tak- 
ing charge of their properties in this 
camp, initiated the eight-hour principle, 
(that is SO far as actual miners arc con- 
cerned) laborers only were required to 
work ten hours and continued to oper- 
ate the same ever since. When the in- 
spector notified Mr. Hastings, the man- 
ager, to comply with the law, did he 
complain? Did he ask a week — a fort- 
night—or .'{() days to adjust himself to 
the now circumstances. No sir. That 
very instant, that very day. he issued 
orders to his bosses to semi all work- 
men out of the mine when their eight- 
hours' labor was performed. Be it ever 
remembered th^t the Blackstock-Gooder- 
ham syndicate have a provincial, nat- 
ional, international, and universal repu- 
tation as a shrewd business and financial 
institutiion, now in all fairness we ask 
which argument ought we to consider of 
the most weight and value'.' On the one 
hand we have a corpora I ion employing 
hundreds of men adopt and initiate of 
their own tree will the eight-hour system 
twelve months before the law requires 
them to do no; on the other hand a dele- 
gation of mine owners refuse to obey 
the laws of the country, rush off to Vic- 
toria, till the air with rumors of impend- 
ing disaster, and it is currently rumored 
threaten to close down their mines if the 
government of this country dare to en- 
force the law. The claim that mine own- 
ers did not know such a law w.odd be 
enforced does not hold good. Before 
your government was formed, labor was 
agitating for and demanding this law. 
At the convention which nominated and 
pledged .Mr. .1. M. Martin, our niemlier, 
to this bill, your colleague, the Hon. Mr. 
Cotton, spoke very strongly in favor of 
it. and pledged himself to support the 
same at the earliest opportunity. The 
eight-hour question was also mad.' an 
issue in the bye-election of the lion. Mi-. 
Hume. Furthermore, the same object 
was thoroughly discussed at the Domin- 
ion Labor Congress at Winnipeg in 
September, 1898, and the proceedings of 
that body appeared verbatim in tin- Van- 
couver Province, and were published 
throughout. Canada. Why has Mr. .1. 
M. Martin received so much adverse 
criticism from the press that opposes this 
law, instead of Hon. Mr. Hume, who 
actually introduced it? .Simply because 
Ihe Kootenay country knows that Mr. 
Martin was pledged to it before he svas 
elected n member of the house. This 
certainly does not look as though the 
country did not expect the law. We beg 
to soy that the miners' unions of Nelson, 
Vmir, Snndon, and Uossland .are in the 
same federation, and all heartily endorse 
the law; and all statements to the effect 
that the miners of Kootenay do not want 
it enforced are absolute falsehoods. This 
matter is not a question of wages; there 
is a greater principle involved, and should 
not be viewed from that aspect for a 
single moment, because every student of 
political economy knows full well tbat 
although labor organizations may keep 
them up temporarily the wages of labor 
are ruled by the same law that regulates 
and controls the prices of the products 
of labor. We claim the right as intelli- 
gent citizens of this country to organize 
and unite their energies in every effort 
to secure legislation that will improve the 
condition of the industrials not only of 
British Columbia but of our beloved 



country, thereby avoiding as far as poss- 
ible industrial troubles and disturbances; 
but after having adopted these commend- 
able methods and assisting in having 
this new law placed upon the statute 
book of the province, we most vigor- 
ously protest against its suspension, and 
tuusi respectfully request the Executive 
council to enforce the law at the earliest 
convenient moment, thereby relieving the 
suspense which is fell from one end of 
the country to ihe other at tin- present 
time." ^ 

In reply to an inpuiry from II, Mac- 
pherson, M.l'.l'.. with respect to the en- 
forcement of tie- eight-hour law, Hon. 
Mr. Hume wrote on the U)th of April, 
that owing to certain representations 
made bv the mine owner-, the goveamelit 
had "thought it advisable to withhold the 
enforcement of this act until they arc in 
possession of fuller information from the 
millers themselves, who, it is reported are 
not in raver of the act if it imolves tin' 
payment of a lower rale of wages than 
they have been receiving for a day's 
work of ten hours." 

Itobt. Mncpherson, M.P.l'.. in a reply 
dated the -1th of May. wrote to Hon. ,1. 
Fred Hume, saying: 

"It" it is further information you re- 
quire to put it ill force, and that, as you 
state, from the miners themselves, 1 wish 
to inform you 1 have received resolutions 
forwarded' from the miners' labor unii"- 
from Uossland. a copy which has lie,, 
forwarded you direct, which show that 
the millers arc in favor of the s'.'t being 
enforced, and seeing that your objection 
to the enforcement of the act fill the 
miners were heard from has been met by 
the resolutions in your possession, I want 
to know if you have now ordered the law 
to be enforced, or has a handful of mine 
owners succeeded in calling you down? 
1 hope it is not so, and that I will have 
a reply from you by return, saying that 
the wishes of the legislature are to have

On the 4th of May. the Minister of 
Mines notilied the inspector, .Ins. Mc- 
Gregor, that the government decided to 
enforce the eight-hour law. and that upon 
the expiry of the .",() days' notice appear- 
ing in the Gazette of May 12, the law 
should be enforced, not in an arbitrary 
manner, but in compliance with the 
statute. 

On the 3rd of May. Will. Donohue, 
secretary of the Sandoii Miners' Union, 
advised the .Minister of Mines of their 
endorsement of the Rossland resolutions, 
and added: 

"We are entirely in favor of an eight- 
hour day, ami trust you will do your ut- 
most to enforce the law as it stands: 
and to impress upon the government the 
necessity for its adoption in the Slocnu." 

In acknowledging this, the Minister 
informed the Sandon union that the gov- 
ernment had determined to enforce the 
law, on the expiration of 30 days from 
the Gazette notice of May 11. 

On the -lib of May the Carpenters' & 
Joiners' Union of Uossland forwarded 
to the Minister of Mines their resolution 
approving of the Trades and Labor 
Council's action, regarding the eight- 
hour law, and the correspondence (doses 
with a letter forwarded to the Minister 
of Mines by Smith Curtis, of Grand 
Forks, being a copy of a letter addressed 
by him to .1. S. ('. Fraser. president of 
the Assocuited Boards of Trade of East- 
ern B. ('., at Uossland, as follows: 

"1 see published in the Nelson Miner a 
memorial addressed in the name of the 
above association, addressed to the Min- 
ister of Mines of this province, regarding 
the eight-hour law. 

"As you know there was no time left 
to discuss this matter by the delegates 
at the recent Uossland meeting of the 
above association, and there was no vote

In reply to the resolution or the house 
calling for a return of the report of the 
executive council in regard to a petition 
addressed to the President ot the United 
States by certain residents of Atlin, com 
plaining of the recent mining legislation 
of this province particularly affecting 
that district— this report having been re- 
ferred to in the report of the Minister of 
Justice of Canada upon the disallowance 
of certain other provincial statutes, con 
sists of a single document— u report ot 
the executive council bearing date of tin 
Oth June last, and reading as follows: 

To His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor. 
in-Council: 
The undersigned has had before him 
for consideration a communication iron 
the Lieutenant-Governor dated the llitl 
lilt., wherewith is transmitted copy of a 
petition addressed to the President of tin 
United Slates by certain residents 01 
Atlin. complaining of recent mining legis 
latioll of tlii.> province as therein set 
forth. 

The undersigned has tin 1 honor to r 
port as follows in regard to the petition: 

The petition stat(>s that four-fifths of 
the. claims prospected and located belong 
to citizens of the United States, thus, 
according to the petition itself there is on- 
ly one-fifth left for other aliens and our 
own citizens. This statement is probably 
like the other statements in the petition, 
grealy exaggerated, but there is sufficient 
truth in ii to justify lit' this proportion 
between aliens and citizens should be 
maintained) the stand which the legisla- 
ture took to carry out their avowed 
policy, the reservation of the provincial 
placer mine- for British subjects. 

The question whether such policy was 
in the true interest of the province is one 
for the legislature, and the legislature 
alone; and the unanimity with winch that 
body endorsed this policy is sufficient to 
show that the government and the leg- 
islature were in complete accord in the 
matter. There is no attempt to discrim- 
inate between the native-born and the 
naturalized citizen, nor to throw any dif- 
ficulty whatever in the way of an alien 
desiring to become naturalized; all that 
is done is to say our placer mines are re- 
served for those who are prepared to 
acknowledge their obligations as citizens 
of the Umpire. 

Taking up the complaints in the peti- 
tion seriatim, we would say any rights 
acquired by the petitioners have been pre- 
served to them. The legislation com- 
plained of specifically cxi'D.'nts all claims 
recorded prior to its passage, and pro- 
vides for the unimpeded working of such 
claims by the holders although aliens. A 
reference to the mining laws will show 
that their whole tenor is. as it neces- 
sarily must he, that no right is acquired 
until a claim is recorded. As already 
stated, all such rights are scrupulously 
respected. It may be well to note ibis, as 
a casual reader of the petition, un- 
acquainted with the facts, might natural- 
ly suppose that such claims had been con- 
fiscated. 

The government with the sanction of 
the legislature hail an unquestioned right 
to reserve any lands they might think fit 
from the prospector and miner. They 
might have said the crown retains in its 
own possession for the present, all mines 
and minerals, the property of the crown, 
in the northern part of the province— 
and no one will be allowed to prospect 
for or appropriate minerals in that sec- 
tion. Such a course might have been 
taken with a view to working these 
claims by the crown tor its own direct 
benefit; or for the purpose of having these 
claims in reserve after the mining inter- 
est in the other parts of the province had 
been more fully developed. 

Suppose such a course had been adopt 
ed — that all the miners had been exclud- 
ed from the lands in question, the absurd- 
ity of the petitioners' claims— would be 
seen at once, and the absurdity exists 
no less although the reserve thus made 
has been relaxed so far as citizens are 
concerned. The grievance of the peti- 
tioners is really net that they arc shut 
out, but that others arc 1 admitted. 

The fifth clause of the petition claims 
that the petitioners had acquired vested 
rights by taking out free miners' certi- 
ficates, not only to the rights granted by 
Mich certificates at the time, but to re- 
newal in perpetuity of such rights. To 
state this is to refute it. The crown 
and the legislature in providing for the 
granting to free miners of the right to 
prospect for and appropriate minerals, 
could not and did not divest themselves 
nf ihe power to amend the terms and 
conditions of such certificates in any 
manner that might be deemed expedient. 
When recorded claims were exempted 
from the operation of the law, every- 
thing, as already stated, had been done 
that the most extreme advocate of vest- 
ed rights could justly claim. 

The sixth clause of the petition com- 
plains ol alleged losses to the petition- 
ers through lack of sufficient facilities for 
recording claims. This to sonic extent 
may have been the case, "but so far as it 
!:d exist was caused by unavoidable cir- 
cumstances for which no responsibility at- 
taches to the government. 

So anxious have the government ami 
the legislature been to minimize as much 
as possible any hardship or injustice 
which may have been occasioned through 
the sudden rush into the northern coun- 
try following on the discovery of rich 
diggings there, that an act was passed 
at the last session of the legislature pro- 
viding for the appointment of a judge of 
the Supreme court as a commissioner, 
"with full powers to settle all disputes in 
that country in accordance with equity 
and the spirit of the mining acts, without 
being bound by the strict letter of the 
law. 

The grievance complained of in the 
seventh clause of the petition that aliens 
cannot obtain work on claims held by- 
citizens, has already been removed. By 
the legislation of last session the neces- 
sity of a laborer in a mine taking out ii 
free miner's certificate is done away 
with. 

The 8th clause of the petition alleges 
great injury to the interests of the coun- 
try through the action of the law com- 
plained of. This is, however, purely a 
matter for the legislature to judge nf, 
and is of no concern to outsiders. The 
government do not consider the state- 
ment true, nor that any present depre- 
ciation, even if such exists, Is likely to 
be lasting. 

The 9th clause of the petition alleges 
damage to citizens of the United States

to the extent of many millions. This is 
oulv necessary to allude to as a good in- 
stance of the absurd mis-statements and 
exaggerations of the whole of the docu- 
ment. 

As already repeatedly stated, the peti- 
tioners had acquired no rights which are 
in any way affected by the legislation 
complained of. 

The committee of council concurred in 
the above report, which is signed by lion. 
0. A. Semiin, as Provincial Secretary, 
and recommended that a copy if approv- 
ed, lie forwarded to the Secretary of 
State, for the information of His Excel- 
lency the Governor-General-iu-Counell,

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what had caused the fighting now going 
on in South Africa. The Uitlanders, as 
they were called, resented the enforce 
uieut by the Transvaal of just such a 
law as this contained in the third 
clause of this bill. It was inconsistent 
lor a British house to approve. No one 
in British Columbia wanted the Chinese 
or Japanese, but it was not the right 
way to get rid of them to put other 
that were not objected to under the 
hummer. He thought tin bill as 
stood the most ridiculous proposition 
ever brought forward. 

HON. 1)1!. McKECHNIK quite con- 
curred in the desirability of the course 
suggested by Col. Baker, and the debate 
was adjourned after .Mr. Iliggins had 
thrown out a suggestion that some 
special provision might I"- made for 
[•'roneh-Cnnndian workers who might 
not be able to read English. 

TROOPS UOIi AFRICA. 

Before the house adjourned Mr. Mc- 
Phillips suggested that the Premier 
might well consult the Ottawa authori- 
ties as to the arrangements going for- 
ward with respect to British Columbia's 
offer of troops tor the Transvaal. Who 
was to enlist these troops- would the 
Dominion send a recruiting olllcer, or 
should the province supply one'.' And 
as for the oillccrs. who was to select 
them? And who, again, was to provide 
the equipment, and when' would it be 
obtained? These were questions that 
should be settled quickly. All that had 
been saiil as yet was with respect to 
the matter of transportation. It W ns 
quite possible that when the sailing 
time came, it' some practical moves 
wore not made now, British Columbia's 
men would not be ready. lie had also 
seen it mentioned from Ottawa that the 
offer from British Columbia would be 
much more favorably entertained if a 
complete squadron were offered instead 
of 100 men, a squadron consisting of 177 
rank and tile. Victoria City now offered 
to make up the additional men, and it 
would he well to know what the pro- 
vincial government proposed to do. 
These were questions that demanded 
immediate attention. 

Premier Semliu replying said that all 

these suggestions were being considered, 
but all negotiations that had taken place 
with the Dominion had been on the dis- 
tinct basis of British Columbia furnish- 
ing lOii men. lie thought that any 
deviation from this number might seri- 
ously confuse arrangements, and there- 
fore it would be unwise to think of 
changes. 

The house adjourned at 5:45 p. m.

Big Sawmill 

To Be Erected 



Victoria Lumber Company Is- 
About to Build on the 
Northern Coast. 



Manager Palmer Arrives to 
Prepare the Plans and 
Select a Site. 



The Victoria Lumber Company are 
constantly showing their confidence in the 
future of the lumber industry on Vancou- 
ver Island. From the time that they ac- 
quired the CLemainus mills they have 
been extending their operations, but all 
of their former forward movements fade 
into insignificance when compared with a 
proposal that they are about to carry into 
effect. Hardly have the millwrights 
completed the work of doubling the capa- 
city of the Cheiuaiutts mill, making it 
by far the largest in the province, when 
orders are sent by President Uiimhird to 
Mr. E. J. Painter, the general manager 
at Chemainus, to prepare plans and select 
a site for an even larger mill at some 
point on tile northern coast of the Island. 
The mill is to be a ten-band one 
and is to have a capacity of -100,(100 feet 
per day of ten hours. This will be one 
of the largest mill plants on the Coast. 

Every advance made by the Victoria 
Lumber Company means just so much 
more for the city after which the com- 
pany is named and where its head of- 
fices are situated. All the supplies for 
the company's logging camps, as well as 
those for the town of Chemaiuus, which 
has grown into a place of some import- 
ance, come from Victoria, while the mer- 
chants of this city provision the steamers 
and ships which load at the company's 
mill. With the erection of the new mill, 
another Chemainus will be built Up ami 
the number of logging camps will have to 
be more than doubled. 

Last year the company exported more 
lumber than did all the other British Col- 
umbia mills combined. So far this year 
they have been running continuously to 
their lull capacity and even at that have 
been forced to turn away orders. There 
are some live ships about due to arrive at 
the mills, while the bark Autofngnsta 
and the big steamer Victorious are now 
loading. The company have some of the 
best timber limits on the Island, having 
sufficient to keep Chemainus mil! and the 
one to be erected in operation for years 
to come. They have established through 
their agents, Messrs. It. P. Rithet & Co., 
Limited, a trado with the colonies, the 
Orient, South America ami South Africa, 
which is enjoyed by no other company on 
the North Pacific.

Thus 
the day Is spent, terminating in a hearty 
meal of the most palatable dishes that Chin- 
ese culinary art can devise. The absence 
of drunken riot must strike the white man 
ns a pleasing and commendable feature. 
Yesterday the Chinese shop-keepers had 
other visitors besides their Mongolian 
friends. White children, noys and girls, and 
not a few full grown men. These taking ad- 
vantage of the inherent politeness and good- 
will of the Chinese, raided the tables of 
sweetmeats, nuts and cakes, the men help- 
ing themselves Immoderately to cigars and 
otherwise behaving themselves In an un- 
worthy manner. Some of the shop-keepers 
seeing what was going on closed their doors, 
whereupon the new year's mottoes were 
promptly and ruthlessly 'torn flown and scat- 
tered In the streets. The Chinese are a 
long-suffering people and would bear much 
of this rudeness before complaining to the 
police.

THE COST OP EDUCATION. 

Sir: I see from statements recorded in 
your paper that the cost of state education 
in this province now amounts to one-fifth 
of the total revenue, some ?100,000, and that 
the estimate for Victoria alone Is over $50,- 
000 for the year. In the latter case we are 
also threatened with an expenditure of 
$40,000 on a new High school and another 
building. The time hus surely arrived 
when taxpayers should take thought as to 
the practice of the system under which such 
an enormous amount of their money is ap- 
propriated to educational purposes. Many 
seem to take great pride in their system, 
and In some respects I admit that Canadians 
have a right to be so. Education Is no 
doubt a good, nay, an Indlspenslble thing, 
but the mode In which It Is carried out may 
nevertheless become an abuse and an In- 
justice. In the tlrst place, we speak of oar 
education being free. An entire misconcep- 
tion! No public education can be supplied 
without cost to some class, and In this ease 
It Is at the cost of the general taxpayers. 
In other words, the system Is socialistic. 
It Is, I admit, what is termed state social- 
Ism, perhaps the least pernicious form of 
that evli craze. To my mind socialism, 
even In that form, Is, as a general rule, 
both unworkable and unjust. I need not 
trouble you with my reasons; they Sliave 
been stated with Infinitely greater learning 
and clearness of language than I can ever 
aspire to by Lecky and many other great 
writers. Most of these admit that there 

an rtain exceptional undertakings which 

can be inonccd and managed by the state 
with success nnd Justice, and I admit that 
education, within certain limits, appears 
to he one of these. It Is, I think, doubtful 
whether the appropriation of one taxpayer's 
money in the supply of education to his 
neighbor's children can be logically Justi- 
fied, but I also think that In this Instance 
public policy may justify a departure from 
the strict principles of political economy, 
so far as primary education Is concerned. 
Admitting this, surely the desired object 
should be sought for with all due regard to 
the strictest economy consistent with effi- 
ciency. I do not think that it can be said 
to be so here. 

First, there seem to be too many schools; 
the, for Instance, within a radius of four 
miles from Duncans station. Then salaries 
seem to be too high, judging from the com- 
parison with other provinces. As to the 
subjects taught— I write subject to correc- 
tion, being aware of my own Ignorance on 
this point— some of them certainly appear 
to be outside what can be termed primary. 
For Instance, I see it Is now proposed that 
music should be included. And I doubt 
very much If the best results are obtained 
by Imposing on one teacher, very often n 
young person without any experience, the 
task of teaching a multiplicity of subjects 
to a number of pupils divided Into several 
classes, within a porlod of four to four and 
a half hours on live days per week. So 
much for our primary schools. 

I can see no Justification for that part of 
our system under which the state or muni- 
cipality provides higher education free of 
cost to the pupils of the High schools. 
.My limit of expediency halts at primary 
education, and I see no reason why I, who 
have had to educate my children at my 
own cost, should now be called upon to con- 
tribute for that of the children of other 
people, some of whom are, as I know, much 
better able than I am to send their child- 
ren to the most expensive school In Can- 
ada. Such a system Is In my opinion an 
abuse and an Injustice. Not that I am op- 
posed to facilities being provided by the 
state for higher education. Far from It. 
But I would have the higher schools made 
self-supporting. The fee charged for making 
them so would be within the reach of al- 
most all who now use them, and If more Is 
required, then- might be a limited number 
of free scholarships provided to meet the 
ease of distinguished children whose par- 
ents are unable to pay the fees. The ex- 
penditure on education is Increasing at an 
alarming rate, and promises to be a bur- 
den which the province will soon be unable 
to sustain. I see the board at Victoria at 
their late meeting determined upon ranting 
the salaries of principals, in the face of 
statements made by some of the members 
that they were already being paid as much 
or more than those In any of the other prov- 
inces. I dare say I shall be told that In 
condemning socialism I am writing against 
the spirit of the age. I admit the fact, bnt 
I am content to believe that I am supported 
In my opinion of that evil craze by the 
greatest thinkers nnd writers of these nnd 
former times. Many will no doubt disagree 
with these views. My object In writing 
will be accomplished If this letter causes 
some at least of our taxpayers to think over 
and realize the great importance of the 
question of »tnto education In British Col- 
umbia, .

Guessing At 

Roberts' Tactics 



London Reviewer Concludes 
That Buller Is Left to His 
Own Resources. 



Though Not Relieving Lady- 
smith Holding Boers for 
Roberts' Advance.

London, Jan. 31.— Mr. Spencer Wilkin- 
son, reviewing the military situation iu 
the Morning Post says: 

"There is again a remarkable scarcity 
of information about what is taking 
place in the theatre of war. There must 
be more than a hundred war correspond- 
ents at Ihe front, but they are kept sil- 
ent. 

"The column under General Kelly- 
Kenny has occupied Thebus, a point 
about ninety miles by railway from 
Colesberg, where General French is oper- 
ating, and about 45 miles from Storm- 
lung Junction, where the Boers opposed 
to General Catacre are believed to be. 
The strength of General Kelly-Kenny's 
column is not told, but as that otllcer 
commands the Sixth division, the whole 
of which has reached Capetown, and as 
there is no word of any part of it hav- 
ing gone to Natal, the probability is tb .t 
the column is identical with the division. 
At any rate it is to be hoped that this is 
the case, and that the last has been hear 
of breaking up divisions into fragments. 

"The despatch of this column, if as 
must be presumed it is strong enough 
tor [dependent operations, portends a 
great deal. In the first place, it means 
that the campaign in Natal is to tnke 
earn of itself, for if the Sixtli division is 
at Thebus, there is no other force at 
Capetown capable of turning the balance 
m Natal. 

Ladysmith, then, is not to believed. 
Its garrison must hold out as long as 
possible or make' a desperate attempt to 
fight its way out, unless, indeed. General 
Buller. with such forces as he has tries a 
third time to drive back the Boer army. 

"This decision implies that the war will 
bo prolonged nnd that the Boers are t" 
hi" given time to push their advantage in 
Natal, They will try to overcome Sir 
George White's force and to take the o£ 
fensive against General Buller, whose 
army they would in that cas.e perhaps be 
aide' to hold by putting several parts of 
their own more mobile force in. positions 
on his front, Hanks and rear. General 
Buller would keep them occupied as lonft 
its his supplies and ammunition lasted. 

"During these operations the British 
forces in Cape Colony and the reinforce- 
ments on the way would be collected in- 
to an army to march through the Free 
State. If that march should be rapid 
enough to produce an effect on the mind 
of thi> Boor commander in chief while 
General Holler's force i,; still occupying 
liim, the plan might lead to a decisive re- 
sult. Hut there can hardly be a start 
for another month at least. It is not 
easy to-day to forsee what can happen to 
Natal by the end of March. 

"Meanwhile the mission of General 
Kelly-Kenny does not altogether explain 
itself. It seems a little strange that the 
new column should not first have been . 

nt to the assistance of French who 
has hemmed a force of Boers, hut finds 
them reinforced from the north. Any- 
thing like a division ridded to General 
French's force ought to enable him to 
destroy the forces with which he is deal- 
ing, completing his circle around, them 
and then gradually colsing in upon them. 

"The formation of a British column 
while this kind of concentration was pas- 
sible, looks like a continuance of the old 
policy of dispersion, instead of concen- 
tration. General Kelly-Kenny will have 
to abandon the railway bridge at Steyns- 
burg as hemoves eastward, and as bis ad- 
vance continues he will enter a billy, per- 
haps difficult, country."

GOLD. EMPIRE AND REVENGE. 

Boer Consul-General Cites Those As 
Cause for British War Upon 
South African Republics. 

N'cw York. Jan. '.iO.— Montague White, 
who was consul-general of the South 
African Republic in London until the 
outbreak of the war. contributes an 
article to the February number of the 
North American Review, which may be 



regarded as a statement from the Boer 
point of view of the influence and forces 
which brought about hostilities between 
the South African republics and Great 
Britain. 

The circumstances commonly held to 
be responsible for the present situation 
ke merely glances at. Among these he 
points to the discontent of the British 
element in Johannesburg, the clumsy 
diplomacy of Mr. Chamberlain, the 
activity of Mr. Rhodes, whom he de- 
scribes as " a disappointed capitalist- 
politician who had ruined his career as 
a statesman by an act of mad folly, and 
who was burning to be revenged upon 
those whom he had bitterly wronged." 

There were, lie says, three immensely 
powerful but unavowed forces, namely 
greed of gold, lust of empire, and a 
thirst for revenge. Mr. White devotes 
very particular attention to one influ- 
ence which lias com.ctonly been over- 
looked, namely the growth of personal 
rule as embodied in the high commis- 
sioner for South Africa.

FREIGHT CLASSIFICATIONS. 

New York, Jan. lit).— Separate meet- 
ings of the trunk line freight association 
and the passenger association were held 
in this city to-day.
